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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding claim 24, the proposed amendment changed the scope of the invention due to the inclusion of the 
limitations "image-wise exposing said photodefinable sacrifical layer where said layer is patterned" and "contiguous" in claim 24, thus 
raising new issues which require further search or reconsideration. 

Examiner noted that in page 7 of the Amendment After Final, the Applicant indicated that "claim 24 is amended to incorporate claim 54". 
However, the above limitations werenot recited in claim 54. The limitations of claim 54 are "wherein said overcoat layer comprises a 
photodefinable polymer". The only limitation that is incorporated from claim 54 is "photodefinable" . 
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
